Applicants respectfully submit that Applicants have amended certain 
characterizations of sequences in the Sequence Listing. Specifically, Section <213> of SEQ ID 
NO: 1 has been amended by substituting the organism "Conus tulipa" for the term "Natural" as 
used in the original Sequence Listing. Support for this amendment is found in the specification 
at page 2, lines 2 1 -26, for example.
